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ALAS FOR BRIDGE SYSTEMS 


The Vulcan Advocate 


The following wail comes from the editor of the Hano¬ 
ver Post, and since alm.st everyone has pronounced views 
on bridge, readers may form in line as believers or dis¬ 
senters. 

We were amazed to read the other day in one of the 
“lessons on bridge,” that a person holding 13 spades was 
justified in a bid of two. 

Imagine! Here is a perfect hand—-a thing that may 
happen about once in a lifetime, and yet it is Quite pro¬ 
per to open with a bid of two. 

The reason, of course, 1 is that under this certain "sys¬ 
tem” an opening .bid of two is a force bid'—the partner 
must bid, and in this manner it keeps the bidding open 
and enables him to work up to the climax of a grand 
slam. 

That is a fair example of what the experts have'done to 
a game that > s ordinarily one of the finest of games. 

If we held 13 spades in one hand, you can bet your 
sweet life we would bid a grand slam right off the bat— 
that is, as soon as our pulse got back to normal. There 
would be no opening force bids of two to see what otner 
players held in their hands. With a couple of whoops we. 
would lose little time in spreading such a hand on the ta¬ 
ble with a “cast-your-eye-on-this” flourish.

GEN. McRAE’S ATTITUDE 


Senator A. D. McRae startled Ottawa and all Canada 
last week with his determined stand in the matter of war. 
“In my judgment,” he said, “no Canadian life should be 
sacrificed on the battle fields of Europe.” 

He gave it further as his opinion that a European war 
is a certainty within five years, and, probably with that 
likeliehood in view, he suggested that Canada should re¬ 
tire from the League of Nations while she can do so hon¬ 
orably. * 

These conclusions were based on a recent tour of cen¬ 
tral Europe, where the aftermath 6f the Treaty of Ver- 
saillas-bas been a setting up of racial ambitions and racial 
hatreds. 

This expression of opinion coming from one who serv¬ 
ed with distinction and authority during the war, will un¬ 
doubtedly rouse great comment. Just a few weeks ago, 
the rejuvenated Canadian branch of the League of Na¬ 
tions launched a strong educational campaign, urging the 
public to study and follow the European

Although there is no great evidence of better times ei¬ 
ther in this district or in this province, apparently there 
are evidences of more hopeful conditions in other provin;

lituation. And 
now Senator McRae suggests Canadian retirement from 
the League before becoming embroiled in the affairs of 
Central Europe. 

Should Canada retain membership in the League, in a 
courageous thpugh probably futile effort toward interna¬ 
tional peace, or should she Ireat a quiet retreat from a 
situation which might involve her in the tragedy of 1914 
to 1918. There seems little doubt that the majority of 
Canadians would support Senator McRae in his sugges¬ 
tion of withdrawal. 

Again, the Dominion would appear to have some re¬ 
sponsibility as signatory of the Kellogg pact. But is it 
not written into Canadian legislation that this country will 
never again send armies overseas without the approving 
vbte of the people. 

The European situation as it may afi’ect Canada is be¬ 
ginning to bear down heavily. If Great -Britain should 
become involved in war, this jwould again alter the view-

CARRYING TIIE TORCH 


Sir William Mulock, veteran jurist of Canada, address¬ 
ing the Canadian Bar Association, recently concluded a 
forceful speech, with the following beautiful thoughts: 

“And now I close in recalling to you one of the old 
Ilympic Torch games. Each contestant started in the race 
with a lighted torch in his hand, and the winner was the 
youth—not the one who arrived first at the goal—but he 
who first reached the goal with torch still burning bright¬ 
ly.

Coincident with President Roosevelt’s birthday, came 
his signature on a bill giving the U.S. treasury title to 
the gold in the Federal Reserve Banks, and bestowing up¬ 
on him the power to devalue the dollar from 40 to 50 per 
cent. The first move will be to take over the three billion 
of gold by the federal reserve system, and then action will 
lie taken in devaluing the dollar. The actual fixing of 
the dollar .value will be decided upon shortly. When the 
dollar value is set at between 50 or 60 per tent, of its 
previous gold standard, the country wil l have more than 
two billion profit. This will be used for national purpos¬ 
es and to steady the dollar on foreign exchanges. 

It is expected that this depreciation on the part of Un¬ 
ited States will have a grave effect 'in the monetary prob¬ 
lem of France and those countries still on the gold stand¬ 
ard. 

England expects that there will be early negotiations 
for the stabilization of the pound and the dollar.

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VAUNTED BALANCE 
HAS DRAWBACKS 


Recovery Under Way 
E. W. Beatty Believes 


No business man in Canada will 
be impressed by the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment's evident satisfaction over a 
favorable balance of trade amounting 
to a little more than $100,000,000 
compared with an unfavorable bal¬ 
ance of about the same amount in 
1930. It is necessary to possess only 
an elementary knowledge of econo¬ 
mics to realize that a visible adverse 
balance of $100,000,000 on a trading 
exchange of practically $2,400,000,- 
000 is vastly more profitable than a 
credit of less than $900,000,000. If 
any support for the argument is re¬ 
quired it can be found in the number 
of unemployed persons in the Do¬ 
minion-unemployed largely because 
of the loss of trade.—Victoria Times. 


It is therefore imperative upon the 
managements of those railways 
depending upon earnings to meet 
operating costs, interest and other 
charges that all possible measures 
of economy In operation shall con¬ 
tinue in force. But when this Is 
accomplished the problem for 
Canada is far from solved. 

Must Keduce Taxes. 

“All that is true of the railways 
is true in some respect of most 
other public facilities, and such 
progress as has been made over 
the past year along the line of 
effecting economies in adminis¬ 
tration of public affairs has been 
helpful, but has served mostly to 
point the way to larger and more 
fundamental re-arrangements 
looking towards an easing of the 
great load of national debt, and a 
reduction of taxation the extent 
of which has come to assume 
ominous proportions. There is 
no need for further stressing the 
inescapable necessity for such ac¬ 
tion. I do not believe that any 
thinking Canadian viewing nation¬ 
al affairs without prejudice, will 
deny that the drain upon public 
and individual wealth consequent 
upon the general railway situa¬ 
tion continues to over-shaddw all 
other problems, and it is by far 
the most important difficulty that 
has to be surmounted before the 
way to prosperity lies open before 
us. 

The Remedy. 

In order to clarify thq situation 
early in the year, I outlined in two 
public addresses what I believed 
to be the only possible solution 
for that problem. In effect. I 
proposed that the people of Can¬ 
ada as owners of the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railway should enter into 
a partnership arrangement with 
thbo^areholders of the Canadian 
PaWic, and that the resulting or¬ 
ganization should be operated by 
the privately owned concern, thus 
relieving railroad management in 
this country from the too-well 
proven evils of political influences 
and at the same time removing 
from the path of our greatly har- 
rassed political leaders the em¬ 
barrassments that must ever ac¬ 
company responsibility for rail¬ 
way operation. My proposals at 
that time met with a volume of 
approval and support such as. 
frankly, I had not anticipated, and 
I found even in places w here it 
was least to be expected (hat they 
received a serious consideration 
that showed how widespread was 
the conviction that this problem 
had to be settled in some satisfac¬ 
tory and permanent manner. 
Nothing that has since happened 
has tended to change my "convic¬ 
tion that in these proposals lies 
the only sound ultimate solution 
of "the difficulty. I can think of 
nothing short of this that may 
be attempted that Will offer ade¬ 
quate relief from an economic 
drain that has in it all the possi¬ 
bilities of national disaster. I 
have reason to believe, also, that 
I -share this conviction with a

about It. We see along the road 
leading to its end more clearly 
and further than we did a year 
ago. That fact has inspired con¬ 
fidence and courage and has 
started us moving towards the 
better times that broadened pros¬ 
perity will bring to all. The road 
is not an easy one; there are long 
hills and difficult spots, but it 
offers no danger or problem too 
great to be surmounted by the 
courage and energy of the Cana¬ 
dian people. We have before us 
problems that will tax the Ingenu¬ 
ity and strength of our leaders In 
statescraft, finance and industry 
and make great demands upon the 
patience and understanding of our 
people, but if these problems are 
uiet with courage and dealt with 
In accordance with the laws of 
sound economics which are as re¬ 
lentlessly unchangeable as the 
laws of nature, this country will 
emerge from the purging in far 
better shape to progress than it 
has ever been before, and indivi¬ 
dual prosperity for ail classes of 
our people will be more firmly 
established. I believe that the 
elusive corner we were hoping to 
turn through many weary months, 
slipped past us all unnoticed some 
time ago, and that we have defin¬ 
itely passed through the worst 
and most trying phase of the 
period. 

Railroad Situation. 

"The past year has been par¬ 
ticularly difficult for our rail¬ 
roads and there seems little rea- 
sou to hope that conditions are 
going to be much easier for those 
who operate them in the.imme-, 
diate or near future. Alteration 
in Canada’s status from the posi¬ 
tion we used to claim as the 
world’s chief producer of hread- 
■stuffs has already proved far- 
reaching in its adverse effect upoii 
our transportation industry. Un¬ 
der most favorable circumstances 
governing development of other 
lines of agricultural production for 
export, it may reasonably take 
some years to bring the volume of 
Canada’s rail freight back to the 
high figures of a few years ago.

It passed another reso¬ 
lution asking the Dominion command 
to draft a questionaire for presenta¬ 
tion to all candidates for election to 
legislatures and parliament asking

,£ye_per cent, of our national income. 

Between 1928' and 1932 expendi¬ 
tures "of our Dominion, Provincial 
and Municipal Governments increas¬ 
ed by twenty-three per cent. 

In the same period our national 
income declined by fifty per cent. Not 
that taxes were decreased. They in- 
. created. The drop was caused by the 
inability of the taxpayer to pay. 

In 1932 the Federal Government in¬ 
crease in expenditures was 33 per 
cent, more than 1928 and the tax 
revenue was 35 per cent. less. Provin¬ 
cial expenditures increased 19 per 
cent and the provinces are charity pa 
tients of the Dominion. Municipal 
expenditures increased 14 per cent. 

These governments spent $1,015.- 
600.000 in 1932. In the aggregate 
they piled up huge deficits—about 
$ 200 , 000 , 000 . 

What happens to you if you spend 
more tha,n you earn? You know. 

What happens to you when the 
government spends more than it can 
collect ? Y'ou know that, too. Losses 
on our nationally owned railways and 
steamships during the two years 
1931 and 1932 alone added $90 to the 
taxes of every family in Canada. 

Really, you are responsible. Waste 
and excesses would cease if you, as a* 
taxpayer, asserted yourself.—Mac¬ 
leans Magazine.

Np. I well of the Pekisko Hills

WILL MENACE IN 1934 
GRASSHOPPERS „ 

Prov. Department Issues Map of Af¬ 
fected Areas; Preparations Under 
Way 

Speaking of the probable grass¬ 
hopper menace for the summer of 
1934, E. L. Gray, field crops commis- 
sion&c, says: 

“Our situation is not any worse 
than last year. Infestation may affect 
more districts, but the desity has de¬ 
creased. The Alberta campaigns in 
1931 and 1932 were the most effective 
on the North American continent, 
due considerably to the excellent co¬ 
operation the government had in its 
control measures from the Dominion 
field men, the municipalities and the 
farmers themselves. A total of 17% 
million pounds of poison bait was dis¬ 
tributed within a few weeks last year 
at a time when the young hoppers 
were most effectively dealt with by 
poison. The Alberta situation is not 
hopeless by any means, and given 
average weather conditions, average 
rapidity and strength of crop growth 
full co-operation as in the past from 
farmers and municipal officials, and 
others, the situation can be easily 
taken care of.” 

The area already infested for next 
season now reaches as far north as 
the Consort line of the C.P.R. and 
west from the "Saskatchewan border 
as far as the Macleod-Calgary line 
of the C.P.R. and the Calgary-Mirror 
line of the C.N.R In the northern 
part of this area the heavily-infested 
district centres on Drumheller, run¬ 
ning from Acme to Hanna and south 
from Rumsey to-Gleichen. In the 
south, the heavily-infested districts 
fun from Champion south to near the 
border, and from Macleod east to 
Chin. There is also a small heavily- 
infested ared just north of Pincher 
Creek. 

“Alberta is exceedingly fortunate 
compared with the northern states 
and Saskatchewan,” states EX- Gray. 

A preliminary survey shows 5,000- 
000 acres of cropland likely to be af¬ 
fected in the Southern part of Alber¬ 
ta, while in Saskatchewan the acre¬ 
age is approximately 20,000,000 acres 
In the eight northern states of U. S. 
14,000,000 acres of crop land are in¬ 
fested. 

OUTSIDE DEMAND 
FOR WORK HORSES 

Scarcity in Southern Alberta, Good 
Demand From t)ther Provinces 

Not only is the demand for horses 
for farm work active at the present 
time, but there are almost daily in¬ 
quiries for carloads of horses fror 
other provinces and from sout 
the line, as well as from Great Brit¬ 
ain, according to Jack Byers, mana¬ 
ger of the ' Western Stock Growers’ 
Association. , 

It is reported from other sources 
that in southern Alberta good horses 
are scarce, and that prices are rang¬ 
ing between $30 and $65 a head. Only 
a couple of years ago they were sel¬ 
ling as low as $10, horsemen recall. 

R. J. Shepherd, Forest, Ontario, 
has completed buying three carloads 
of Southern Alberta horses for the 
Ontario market, and although paying 
as high as $65 a bead for some, found 
*t a difficult task to obtain good- farm 
animals.. 

Several other carloads have gonej 
from Alberta to Quebec and. Manito¬ 
ba, and buyers are scouring the prov- 1 
nee for suitable animals, the east re¬ 
quiring well-broken horses in good 
condition for farm work. 

In Pincher Creek and other dis¬ 
tricts, horses are reported to be in 
poor condition, owing to the shortage 
of feed, last summer having been the 
shortest in this regard in recent 
years.
